W ashington, Sept. 4.— Officers here 
believe that reports from the British 
front

Under the terrific pressure of the 
B ritish and French arm ies all along 
the line from Vpres to Soissons. th* 
enemy apparently is being forced tr 
a more precipitate w ithdrawal, par 
ticulurly on the old Drocourt-Queant 
front where Marshal H aig’s men hum 
mered forward irresistibly again to 
day. 
News from the British front that 
more than 20,000 prisoners have been 
taken in two days of fighting on thi 
front 
in itself indicates, it is said 
thut there is growing disorganization 
in the Germ an ranks. 
Observers here believe the tim e is 
fast approaching when General Persh 
ing’s first field arm y w ill participate 
in tlie battle. 
As to wliere or when 
that blow would be delivered, how 
ever, there was wide variunre of opin 
ion.

The British now have broken a de 
Added gap in the old Germ an fortified 
line and ihe fall of t'am brai, !>ouai 
St. Quentin and several other rail and 
road centers upon which the Hindcn- 
burg line depended, seems imminent
